Way better than the 
51 foot G5SRV that I had been using. Then the landlord decided that he didn't 
want any antennas on the roof. Oh, well (...but I still have a trick or two 
up my sleeves to try).

However, what we call "CW" is a 
linguistic entity, a dialect of English. I go into this in some detail in 
the article. 


As a student of several languages and former language teacher, I'm a veteran 
of the language-acquisition struggle. I had a student once who couldn't 
learn French. The simplest, most basic concepts were beyond him. I knew this 
kid well, and he was a good, responsible young man. I worked with him every 
day after school for an hour, and he still couldn't grasp the most basic 
concepts. After two months of unrelenting effort, he finally said, "Mr. 
Henderson, you've given me every possible support. You've worked your tail 
off and so have I. It's not working. I'm giving up." It galled me to admit 
it, but I had to agree. His time and effort would be better invested in one 
of the many things he was talented at. 


I've also met decent, hardworking people who can't pass the 5 wpm code test. 
They try and try, but they lack the cerebral circuitry. It has always seemed 
to me that the FCC should allow anyone who has taken the test 4 times, with 
a minimum three month period between for study, with the fee paid each time, 
and still not passed, to apply for a waiver. That would eliminate any lazy 
types or system-beaters; nobody's going to go to all that trouble and 
expense just to avoid learning code. It'd be a lot easier just to learn it. 
But it would give sincere individuals who lack the ability to internalise 
Morse code an alternate path to HF privileges. 


There are people who can't learn French, or Morse code, or the trumpet, or 
hockey, or drawing, or higher math. (I'm one of those last. And it isn't 
because I'm stupid, lazy, or have a bad attitude. God simply built me for 
other tasks... and I'd be happy to debate the issue in French, Spanish, 
Esperanto, Russian, or Japanese.) It's called diversity, and it's the reason 
the human race has made it this far. 


I'm still not convinced that Morse code shouldn't be a test requirement. I'm 
also not sure that it should be. But I do know that the Morse code 
qualification is keeping some who would be valuable additions to our 
community out of it, and the system should have been amended long ago to 
correct this flaw.

One is about counting 
elements, which is xnot*x the same skill set as identifying discrete sounds 
and relating them to discrete letters. 


If you want to learn morse code, you might well find it easier to learn at 
much higher speeds than you have been starting at. The US army confirmed this 
many decades ago, as have many other studies around the world. You will (as a 
rule) spend much less time learning morse code when starting at higher speeds 
than slower speeds (assuming the goal is something other than 5 wpm).

I photocopied an article from the late (Mr. Mcoy). He wrote a book 
on antennas and one of the antennas he described as a "good 
performer" was what he called a "spencer dipole". Im just going by 
memory so Im not sure I have all the details correct. 

The antenna is basically a windom style antenna ; with balanced coax 
feed. Important point in construction..was to leave the top ground 
shields "floating". 

The shielded balanced line could be run next to metal tower legs..or 
roof flashing ect. 

I saw another article ..its in my (rather large)..file folders. .73 
magazine. It is balanced coax fed G5RV. The author claimed good 
performance ..and low noise ..due to less unwanted pickup from the 
feeders. 

--Myself..I use traditional balanced line. 450 ohm feed to an end fed 
w8jk antenna. Works pretty good on 20.

The ARRL Board expects to revisit that very issue, almost assuredly at = 
the January meeting, though I can't speak for the Board of Directors. = 
They have been asking for member input by sundry means to help them = 
reaffirm or change the present ARRL policy. The present policy was set = 
in the late 90s. It is that ARRL supports the retention of Morse code = 
for HF access. But there is a wide range of opinion on the subject and = 
the Board wants to hear it. 


I have given Tom Frenaye my views, though I don't feel all that strongly = 
about them. 


The sad part is that no matter which way the Board goes, there is such a 
range of opinion that any position from one end to the other to every = 
compromise in between will not be exactly what some members want to see = 


done. No matter what, ARRL will probably see a decrease in membership 
as a result and there isn't a damn thing that the League can really do 
about that. That is unfortunate, because every decrease in membership 
over one issue means that fewer resources are available to deal with the 
other issues that the League handles on an ongoing basis.

Thanks to everyone for a lot of helpful suggestions. Let me make a couple 
of things clearer that I should have mentioned the 1st time. I use EUDORA 
with SPAMNIX installed. It blocks 100 percent of the 'seen before' email 
addresses/etc., using criteria such as subject, domain, addressee, and SOME 
capabilities using artificial intelligence on the text body. 


Just because YAHOO is on my blocked list does NOT mean everyone from YAHOO 
is simply deleted. SPAMNIX has its own mailbox, and you can peruse the 
messages before deleting them. It has over-rides allowing you to select 
from the same criteria for 'ACCEPT'ing emails. 


Therefore, any email with the QRP-L domain will get through. IF the 
Spammers somehow catch on to the QRP-L domain address, I COULD set things 
up to ‘ACCEPT’ specific people while still excluding other QRP-L emails. 
This would mean a LOT of work to include everybody on QRP-L etc. Probably 
won't have to do that. 


I have been tempted to do it to ARRL email addresses. 30%-50% of the spam 
I-still-get is from the ARRL mailing list. So far, I am mainly using the 
artificial intelligence to shoot down body content for those. BUT, since I 
have X'd out YAHOO, the spam I DO get has been cut 60%. I have had 3 people 
(so far) caught by SPAMNIX from whom I DO want to get emails, and they have 
been easily ‘repaired’ into 'ACCEPT'. 


But I don't really care if it's YAHOO or somebody spoofing their address. 
If it cut my SPAM by THAT much, that's really all I DO care about. 
Meanwhile, YAHOO will just have to continue pursuing those people using 
them for their nefarious purposes. 


Personally, I would REALLY like to see the FEDs make spoofing some kind of 
felony-level crime. And it may be coming. There was some kind of report out 
the other day that identified the average productivity loss due to SPAM at 
the office to be a 2-digit number (in %).

I learned a little bit more about binocular core winding-and drawing-phase 


indication (thanks to Dr. Chris Trask). If you looked at my 1st drawings 
for the "Augmented Lossless Feedback Amplifier" from Dr T I'm using as a 
broadband preamp in my Bandpass Filter Switch project, look again. The 

WINDINGS are correct. The phase dot I used for T2 was shown incorrectly. 


Here's my (new) understanding of how it works: if, looking at the 


schematic, the dots of a primary/secondary transformer are both at the top 
(or the bottom), you're indicating 0 degrees phase shift. If, OTOH, one is 


at the top, and one is at the bottom, that's 180 degrees. I set up the 


windings correctly, one CW & one CCW, just indicated them incorrectly. New 


corrected, drawing there, now. 


Will get the 
Spectrum Analyzer out and probably have IMD/etc. measurements sometime
